Lady Banker Is Optimistic 


NEW YORK UP — If you can 
trust the feminine intuition and 
business 
judgment of one 
of 
America’s top women bankers, 
the present recession

“ I’d rather call it a pause, 
anyway, than a recession," said 
Mrs. Mary Roebling, president of 
the Trenton, N. J., Trust Co. 
“ Any country with the great 
resources we have—and the abil­ 
ity of its leaders—certainly will 
not permit a continuation of this 
present pause in its expansion. 
“ In the long pull, we are still 
the greatest nation rn the world.” 
A firm optimism and faith in 
a growing future are part of the 
life credo of this sprightly 52- 
year-oid widow, who thinks she 
Is no less feminine because she 
can handle the details of a $5 
million bank loan as well as baste 
a roast or decorate her apart­ 
ment. 
“ Sometimes I think an angel 
aits on my shoulder,” she said. 


“The Lord has been g o o d to 
me.” 
Mrs. Roebling started her bus­ 
iness career at 20 in the statisti­ 
cal department of a Philadelphia 
brokerage firm. Soon she was 
selling securities herself. 
When her L u s b a n d—wealthy 
Siegfried Roebling, member of 
the family that built the Brook­ 
lyn Bridge—died 
in 
1935, 
she 
took his place as a member of 
the board of the Trenton Trust 
Co. Two years 
later 
she was 
elected president. 
The bank then had assets of 
$17 million. Today it has $70 mil­ 
lion in assets, and has climbed 
to a rank among the top 350 of 
the nation’s 14.700 banks. 
Mrs. Roebling, who also is a 
director or trustee of 18 other 
corporations, was named in a re­ 
cent magazine article as one of 
America’s IO wealthiest women.

The High Cost of Missiles 


The fact that we 
f i n a l l y 
launched the army Jupiter-C does 
sot mean that we can afford to 
ignore the necessity for the reor­ 
ganization of the armed services 
and the production of military 
hardware to meet the necessities 
of the era in which we actually 
live. 
That reorganization must con­ 
tinue if we are to out balance the 
Russians in this particular area 
af our conflict with them. 
In his testimony before the Sen­ 
ate Preparedness Subcommittee, 
Donald Douglas Sr., made t h e 
point that in one service, it was 
estimated that it took 333 days 
“to process a facility request,’ 
which is a mighty long time for 
any decision. In that period, a 
modern war can start, can inflict 
its damage, and can be over. 
So Edwin Weisl, the committee 
counsel, wanted to know why it 
took so long and Douglas Sr., 
replied that there are too many 
people concerned in making a de­ 
cision. His son, Donald Douglas 
Jr., then stepped in to tell his 
•tory. He said; 
“ Part of the problem of the 
facility question is that in this 
fast-moving missile age, when you 
have to get concrete emplace­ 
ments and things like this and 
go through public works that this 
is another line of action, and we 
actually built the Tho. faster than 
the concrete was poured al Cape 
Canaveral to receive it.” 
In a word, there is a fast-mov­ 
ing weapon but a slow-moving ad­ 
ministrative system. And the en­ 
tire system of supplies, of logis­ 
tics, requires modernization, Don­ 
ald Douglas Jr., testified to cer­ 
tain advantages the R u s s ians 
had and also of certain facilities 
that we lacked. For instance: 
“ . , .The TU-114 (Russian) is a 
eery, very large airplane which 
has about twice the ton-knot pro­ 
ductivity of the C-133 (American) 
and this means that it can do a 
lot more work at more efficient 
aosts. 
“ In other words, the ton-mile 
costs of operation should be very 
tow, and it seems to be quite a 
sham e when the United States 
leads the world in air transporta­ 
tion that we should lose this lead­ 
ership to the Russians.” 
The contracting c o rn p a n ies, 
those manufacturing o r g a luxa­ 
tions which are able to manu­ 
facture the new 
weapons, face 
enormous financial problems. 
Naturally, this is a totally new 
product and experience in costs 
is limited. 
It is a product which has only 
one customer, the government 
which can be arbitrary as to both 
the price and the method of fi­ 
nancing. The industries invited to

do the work are principally en­ 
gaged in manufacturing airplanes 
or scientific equipment. 
The government determines the 
price, but it leaves too little mon­ 
ey over costs for research by the 
companies. Donald Douglas Sr.’s 
comments on this are most inter­ 
esting: 
“ We got together with the Bell 
Laboratory people about a year 
before the Thor 
contract 
was 
placed, and we each spent con­ 
siderable sums of 
money, 
I 
think something well over a mil­ 
lion dollars on our own, and en­ 
tirely speculatively, on what be­ 
come the Thor. . . 
“ We are perfectly prepared to 
do it if we have the money. But 
now because of some of the things 
that have happened, because of 
some of the findings o.' a rene­ 
gotiation board in the last year, 
our company, and I am quite 
sure some of the other compan­ 
ies, are finding that they do not 
have as much surplus to do that 
sort of thing with.” 
What actually happens is that 
these private companies are ask­ 
ed to finance the government to 
a certain extent. This is a loss 
to the taxpayer because private 
companies pay more to borrow 
money than the government has 
to pay. 
Ultimately this comes on the 
taxpayer's bill, no m atter how it 
is arranged. The companies are 
generally not permitted to charge 
the interest to the government.

But across the Tunisian border 
the Algerians for 39 months have 
been in bloody revolt to shake off 
French control. In trying to crush 
them, France has had to drain 
its troops away from the NATO 
defenses in Western Europe.

claimed that Algerian rebels were 
ducking across the border into 
Tunisia 
to

hot. Last Saturday French planes 
bombed a Tunisian town on the

78 people and wounded 84, includ­ 
ing women and children. 
At first the French government 
tried to brush off this slaughter 
as if it were nothing. A French 
Foreign Office spokesman called 
it a “local military incident."

implied—that the raid was any 
part of French government pol­ 
icy. 
This is just the latest in a series 
of 
disastrous French 
perform­ 
ances. 
When Asians after World War 
ll were seeking independence, the 
French kept a death grip on Indo­ 
china. They had no intention of 
giving it up. 
The proof is that 
they 
trained no native adminis­ 
trators or army 
officers to take 
over 
when they left. 
The result: a 
revolt led 
by 
Communists. 
Any 
Indochinese 
who volunteered in that war lined 
-lip 
with 
the Communists. 
The 
French had to fight with their 
own troops brought in from North 
Africa and Europe. 
But even with the help of Amer­ 
ican weapons they wound up los­ 
ing 
half of Viet

Communists. Now the other half, 
with American help, is trying to 


work out its own salvation, free 
of the French. 
But even with that terrible les­ 
son beaten into their heads, the 
French then treated the Algrians 
the same way.

Many of you older folks rem em 
lie Lou A. Green, one of the most 
likeable and colorful residents of. 
his aay, who had quite a varied 
career, and who died .day 12, 1937, 
i at the age of 73 years. 
I knew Lou well for years, and 
when I first knew him lie was pro­ 
prietor of 
the 
Im perial ll w i e I 
which stood on the corner of Main 
and E ast Sts., whore the offices 
and main building of the Midland 
Grocery Co. are now located. 
Lou had disposed of his inter­ 
act 
in the hotel to F r I Hays 
som etim e before the greatest fire 
in the city’s history—on Saturday 
night, Dec. 30, 1911—wiped out 
virtually the entire block on the 
west side of Main from Court to 
E ast, including the Masonic Tem ­ 
ple, main buildings of the Dahl- 
Millikan Co., Im perial H o t e l , 
W estward Block and Judy Block. 
R. C. Hunt owned the h o t e l 
building and also the one occupied 
by the Fayette County H ardw are 
Co. im m ediately north of tin hotel. 
During the period when W ashing­ 
ton C. H. was a dry town, Lou 
issued a four-page booklet entitled 
“ How to 
Get 
Rich 
in 
a D r y 
Town” . Significantly there was a 
dolphin printed on the front cover. 
The method of getting * ch was 
fully explained in one sentence 
inside the folder, it read: “ Work 
like h—and save every d— cent” . 
I still have the copy he gave to 
me. 


After quitting the hotel business, 
Leu. who 
had been 
a 
traveling 
salesm an, becam e m,.».ager of the 
Chillicothe Telephone Co., and the 
night the M arch 1913, flood was at 
its height, I was talking to him over 
long distance when the dike gave 
way. W ater started up Hickory St. 
in Chillicothe, and caused g r e a t 
dam age in the town. 
During the first World War Lou 
was sent to Puerto Rico to be an 
inspector on work of building a 
cantonm ent. 
Upon his return he settled down 
here, having m arried in the m ean­ 
tim e, and lived at 622 S. Fayette 
St. for years before his death. Mrs. 
Green died some two years later. 
Several years before he died Lou 
underwent an operation which left 
him breathing through a tube in 
his throat and unable to talk, so 
when visitors went to see him, he 
handed them a slip of paper. P rin t­ 
ed on the one he gave me was 
the following: 
‘‘Lou A. Green, I have traveled 
most of my life. Have seen all the 
United States 
and some foreign 
countries. 
“ Even been rn Colu.nbus, 0. 
“ I stay 
at home now because I 
can’t talk, but can hear what you 


say, and You Need Not Talk So 
Loud. 
“ Habits only fair 
I smoke and 
can take a drink. I never sw ear jr 
lie. I like the ladies but am m ar 
ried I appreciate your call LOU ” 
It was characteristic of the man.

CHURNED WITH HAND 
I have told you m ore than once 
of how little the pioneers of F ay­ 
ette had to work with, and now 
com es one of the most unusual bits 
of authentic pioneer l o r e that I 
have discovered. 
It was nothing more or less than 
a woman churning butter w i t h 
her 
band from 
cream 
“ in a 
pail” . 
The story conies from the pen of 
Thom as 
Rogers, w ritten in 1871 
when he was about 90 years of 
age, and the incident occurred in 
his boyhood days. 
It 
was 
about 
1796 and 1798. 
He w rites: 
"T h is1 Was an uncommon hard 
w inter. Snow was on the ground. 
“ We had to cut down fresh brush 
every morning to keep our cattle 
alive. We had several milch cows 
but they gave but little milk as 
they could get no grass. When the 
ground was bare there was rye 
grass equal to a rye field. So our 
cattle and horses got very weak by 
spring. 
“ When the snow melted our c a t­ 
tle could get plenty of rye grass. 
They began to thrive and we got 
plenty of milk.

Monday, 
once 
more 
detailed the events o i the night of 
last Ju ly 30 when his friend Mich­ 
ael Farmer, 15, was murdered. 
Twenty-seven defense attorneys 
are fighting to save seven youth­ 
ful defendants, charged with the 
murder, from the chair. They can 
hava another go at McShane to­ 
day when he returns to the stand. 
The witness has identified six 
of the seven accused as having 
been at the murder scene, a park 
in 
upper 
Manhattan. 
McShane 
was stabbed twice in the chest, 
but testimony on this is not ad 
missible 
b e c a u s e the specific 
charge, first-degree murder, cov­ 
ers only the assault on Farmer. 
Police are inclined to the theory 
that the death threat received Sat 
urday by McShane was the work 
of a young crackpot.

Cancer Expert 
Sees Link to 
Cigarettes 


K EN T OB-An official of the Am­ 
erican Cancer Society says there 
is a definite association between 
the smoking of tobacco and a mys­ 
terious “ X ” factor that currently 
is doubling the lung cancer death 
rate in this country. 
Dr. E. Cuyler Hammond, direc­ 
tor of statistical research for the 
society’s medical affairs depart­ 
ment, discussed a new system of 
study inaugurated by the Ameri­ 
can Cancer Society in 1952. The 
study enrolled 188,000 men between 
the ages of 50 and 69 years and 
covered a period of 44 months. 
He said the men who had never 
smoked had the lowest death rate. 
The death rate 
among 
smokers 
was 
proportionately 
higher, 
de­ 
pending on the number of packs of 
cigarettes smoked daily. 
He at­ 
tributed the low death rate among 
pipe and cigar smokers to the fact 
that “ hardly any 
cigar or 
pipe 
smoker inhales.” 
The doctor, 
speaking 
Monday 
night to faculty members of Kent 
State University who are members 
of Sigma X I, national science re­ 
search honorary, said the results 
cannot be accepted as conclusive 
without actual medical e x p e r i ­ 
ment! on human beings.

Immediately after the installa­ 
tion, the new bishop delivered a 
sermon, then celebrated a Solemn 
Pontifical Mass in honor of Our 
Lady of Lourds. 
A banquet will be held this aft­ 
ernoon for 451 members of the 
clergy and hierarchy. 
The bishop was met by 200 per­ 
sons at Union Station when he ar­ 
rived here from Cincinnati Mon­ 
day. About 350 were downtown at 
the cathedral steps when he ar­ 
rived there for a few private mo­ 
ments of prayer. 
The smiling 50-year-old prelate 
returned to the door of the church 
where he told the assembly: "Your 
welcome takes my breath away.” 
After the informal greeting, he 
went to the chancery quarters and 
retired to the private chapel there. 
Then, as prescribed by c h u r ch 
law, he returned to present his of­ 
ficial credentials to the consultors, 
the administrative body responsi­ 
ble for diocesan affairs since the 
death of Bishop Michael J. Ready 
last May.
